The labour shortage, as the British Section of the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine points out in its admirable resolution 
of protest, has now become so serious as to give rise to grave 
anxiety for the whole structure of Jewish colonisation in Palestine.

The CHIEF Rabbr said that he was the last petson in the world 
to minimise the significance of religious difference ta Jewry.

shall give a better account of ourselves. But I am only dealing 
with facts as they are, and the assertion that English Jews are, 
right here and now, as the Americans say, the best in the world.’ 
It may be that Earl Winterton was not really using the yardstick 
of eminence when assessing the worth of our communities. He may 
have been thinking only of us as decent, law-abiding and patriotic 
citizens. But if these are to be the tests, then English Jews are not 
entitled to give themselves airs in comparison with the Jewries of 
other lands. French Jewry, Italian Jewry, American Jewry, are every 
whit as good citizens in this respect as we are. And the chief fault 
found with German Jewry is that it entered too much, if anything, 
into German national life! No, we are not“ best,” even when judged 
by civic standards, and Lam almost tempted to ask what would happen 
to us if our qualities gave us the same pronounced prominence 
in the intellectual life of this country that the Jews in Germany 
enjoyed--and what criticisms and enmities we might court! So, on 
the whole, we had better not let Earl Winterton’s flatteries go to our 
heads, and lose our balance. We cannot ignore the fact that his 
Lordship’s comparisons are not new even among Jews themselves 
in their mutual relations. German Jews, some of them, have looked 
down upon the Ostjuden. Years ago, there was a rather intense dislike 
between some of the Dutch and Polish Jews in this country—perhaps 
now: vanished.

The injunction to kindle the lights of the candelabrum follows 
close upon the account of the offerings brought by the princes to the 


consecration of the sanctuary. The juxtaposition of the two pas- 


sages elicits some valuable comments fromthe Midrash. There are 
happily always princes who, endowed with the material evidences of 
wealth, are prepared to contribate lavishly to every good cause ; out 
of the fullness of their hearts they are ready at all times to give 
back to God in gratitude for all the blessings which they enjoy. Such 
men are in truth princes, and they give with princely generosity. 
They are the backbone of a community and without their support 
we could not remain firm. There are others who have their 
part to play, albeit that circumstances have not placed within their 
power the capacity fo contribute gold or silver. There are other 
ways and opportunities that come to men anxious to prove their 


loyalty to their people. A sanctuary may be equipped with every. 


evidence of wealth and ornamentation ; all its appurtenances may 
testify to the material generosity of its adherents. But if the 
sanctuary merely presents the appearance of Wealth personified 
and its walls are silent witnesses to the abundance of riches within 
its midst, it may be a dead building, adumb monument of inanimate 
accumulation. If it is to live and become of value to the living 
it will show evidence of vitality; it will throb with the spirit of 
enthusiasm. 

Some such idea as this lies at the root of the commandment 
given to Aaron to kindle the lamps of the sanctuary and tend them. 
The great procession of princes bringing their offerings was a 
laudable proof of a peoples generosity. .To Aaron and his 
tribe another work. and even afar greater work was reserved 
—to keep alive continually the heart and mind of the people. 
Theirs was the charge of the Menorah. lt was made of pure 
gold, beaten. chaste, from the base to the flowers. lts light 
shone from seven lamps, one in the centre, three facing east 
and three fac Ing west. 80 that the six looked towards the centre 
lamp which was the honoured one. Together they lit up the 
sanctuary with a rich profusion. The lamps were fed with pure 
olive oil. It is a long and intensive precess to produce oil from the 
olive; it involves industry, patience and perseverance. To keep alive 
within the hearts of men the spirit of enthusiasm requires a spirit 
of perseverance that is never daunted. The lamps had to be cared 
for constantly; oil had to be supplied every day, so that there should 
be a perpetual hight. So men learned that only the purest and best 
were worthy to itllumine the sanctuary, and that the fruits of 
industry and of faith were essential in the serviee of their Father 
in Heaven. 

It may be asked—-why need we have a perpetual light in the 
sanctuary of God? “God is the Light of the world, and He 
requires no artificial aids from man. The light is not to illumine 
the greatness of God, but to show forth the zeal of Israel. All 
the time that the light burns it is there to tell mankind 
that Israel still glows with enthusiasm for his work in the 
world. Israel the light of. the nations, as the great prophet 
conceived him, with work still to do, with his mission sti}) 
unaccomplished. And the world is dark enough, there are too 
many drab places, thick clouds and Cimmerian darkness encircle 
nations, and still they grope seeking to find light. In their terror 
and ignorance they point to Israel as the author of this satanic 
darkness. Fools not to understand that since the dawn of history 
Israel has held in his hand the torch that could light up their dark- 
ness and show them the way. Wilfully they have shut their eyes, 

It would be well if we could recast the Jewish position and the 
Jewish standpoint and make this light burn clearly. Much miscon.- 
ception and much misunderstanding of the Jew might be avoided 
were we toshow ourselves to the world still glowing with enthusiasm 
for righteousness. Our friends and apologists mean well when they 
draw glorious pictures of what the Jew has done and what he has 
contributed to the progress of civilisation ; of the part he has played 
in the van of culture in the various countries; of his prominence in 
the arts and sciences and in commerce; of the great outstanding 
figures he has produced in politics and literature. All this 
sounds like an apologia for our existence, a plea for permission to 
live. It is well intentioned, but it often defeats its object. It fails 
to show the essential truth that it is not the Jew who has survived 
but that the miracle is the survival of Jewish ideals in a world which 
so far has not attempted to give them a fair trial. We might well 
show the world by our loyalty to ourselves and our faith—which so 
many wantonly disregard to the deserved contempt of the world— 
that we are prepared to be judged by our standards of righteousness 
and by Jewish ideals rather than by the spasmodic achievements 
of individuals here and there. The Jews live not by virtue of any 
Divine preference for us as a chosen people. God does not 
prefer one people to the exclusion of another. Judaism teaches 
the Fatherhood of God and the future reward of all righteous, 
irrespective of creed and colour. Our right to live lies in the truth 
attested by centuries of history that we have beer a Choosing People 
with a knowledge of the difference between right and wrong, the 
material and the spiritual. This is the banner of light we prefer to 
hold up to the gaze of man.

“ Official Toleration of an Ancient Calumny ” 


THE TIMES commented on this letter in a leading article as 
follows: ~ Dr. Hertz shows singular restraint in his protest this 
morning against the revival of the baseless accusation that ritual 
murder, or in other words human sacrifice is permitted by the 
Jewish religion. If this charge had been resuscitated by some 
minor pamphleteer of the new Nordic school, which ‘ Perverts the 
Prophets and purloins the Psalms’ in the supposed interests of 
German culture, its importance would have been merely patho- 
logical. Unatortunately this is not the case. Its author is no less

“Freedom of Scientific Investigations 

That Germany has not abandoned her efforts at propaganda in 
the English press is indicated by a letter from the’ well-knowhb 
German physicist, Professor Johannes Stark, who was Nobel Prize. 
man for 1919, written to Nature: “It muet be emphasised once 
more that it is far from the thought of the National Socialist Govern: 
ment to make an attack on the freedom of scientific investigation,’ 
he writes as President of the Physikalisch-Technische Reichanstalt 
in Berlin, “ Rather is it. anxious to give scientific persons every 
possible help for their work. I have myself on many occasions been 
asked by the National Socialist Ministers to join them in assisting 
individual scientitic persons and institutions. The National Socialist 
Government has not subjected Jewish scientists to exceptional 
treatment, or forced them to emigrate; it has passed a law for the 
reform of the Civil Service which applies to all kinds of officials, 
not only to those concerned with science. According to this law, 
non-Aryan officials were obliged to leave their positions if they were 
not appointed before 1914, or if they had not fought at the front in 
the War.. No Government can be denied the right to make such 
rules in the interests of its own people, and no group of officials, 
for example, scientific ones, can be made an exception to sucha 
general law. Asa matter of fact, however, in a number of individual 
cases an exe eption was made to the mivantage of Jewish seentiste. 
Various Jewish scientists, without being forced to do so, have piven 
up their professorships and moved to other countries. This they 
have done; as some of them declared openly, out of sympathy with 
their Jewish kinsfolk who were affected by the law. This attitude 
can be understood and appreciated. One should not, however, sef 
them up outside Gertnany as martyrs of unjust treatment by National 
Socialist Germany, nor quote them as signs of the denial of intel 
lectual freedom in Germany. This would be a misunderstanding of 
the actual position. The withholding of criticism of the new regime 
in Germany, or at least a conscientious regard for the truth in 
scientitic circles, will be to the advantage not only of international 
co-operation but also of the Jewish scientists themselves. The

The MorninG Post has been running @ series of articles. on 
“Germany's Three Musketeers Hitler, Goebbels and Goering 
by James E. Abbé. The article on Dr. Goebbels contains a reference 
to Mr. Smoldr, Correspondent of the American Jewish Telegraphu 
Agency, lately in Berlin and now in Palestine: “A Jew who had dared to 
send out adverse reports in the teeth of the Nazi censorship. Who had 
protested bitterly against suppression of his despatches. Had kicked 
up such a row that his office was closed for two days—only to raise 
a@ more violent counter agitation, which had opened it right up 
again!

The following paragraph in the same journal from an American 
correspondent recently in Germany is also of value: “ The weakness 
of the Nazis is the state of the nation’s finances. Of this the public 
is permitted to know very little. The large accumulated funds of 
all kinds of institutions and organisations have been commandeered, 
but on the other hand the persecution of the Jews has resulted in 
the withdrawal of much capital and heavy reduction of taxation 
revenue, while fresh money is coming into the country only very 
reluctantly. Furthermore, the cost of maintaining a private army 
of 2,500,000 young men is very great.. It is covertly rumoured that 
recourse must be had to desperate measures before the vear is out 
to uphold the Nazi régime financially, and it is also fully realised 
that the Nazi leaders will adopt drastically any financial expedient 
that they consider necessary to enable them to retain their power.” 


“Nordic” Mentality 


Commenting on Dr. Goebbels 's latest campaign against the Jews

The Synagogue of Worms 


Ninth Centenary 


WHERE RASHI STUDIED 

Of the historical European Synagogues still in use, one of the 
most memorable and almost certainly the oldest is that of Worms, 
which is (or was until the advent of the Nazi regime, at least) con 
sidered one of the sights of the city. This venerable building is 
about to celebrate its ninth centenary. An ancient inscription built 
into the wall, to the right of the entrance, recounts in elegant Hebrew 
how a childless pair, Mar Jacob bar David and his wife, Rachel, 
constructed, at their sole expense, the House of Prayer, which was 
completed im the month of Ellul (4/794, equivalent to the early 
autumn of 1084. It is worth while noticing that the phraseology of 
the inscription makes it clear that already at this early date the 
community was of some age and standjng, having perhaps possessed 
an even earlier place of worship. 


The Exterior of the Synagogue at Worms. 


The building in its present form dates to a slightly posterior 
period, its style being that of the second half of the twelfth century. 
Another incription, indeed, refers to a reconstruction in 1175. 
Since that date, however, it has.suffered no important modification. 
The Jewish Community of Worms is, of course, one of the oldest in 
Germany, being one of the very few which was able to maintain its 
existence without any serious interruption from the Middle Ages 
down to the present time. It was here that Rashi himself studied, 
when the Synagogue of 1034 was still new. An adjacent ’ chapel,’ 
named after him, contains certain relics (for example, a seat builf 
into the wall) which are legendarily associated with his name ; and 
until the advent of the Nazi régime one of the city towers was called 
after him.

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World Jewish Legal Conference 


BASIS FOR PROGRESS CREATED 


Biennial Meetings to be Ca led 
[From a Correspondent 


The opening session of the World Jewish Legal Conference was 
held last month in Jerusalem in the Nathan and Lena Straus 
Health Institate, and the business of the Conference continued at 
the Jascha Heifetz Hall, Tel-Aviv. In the‘absence, through illness, 
of Dr. S. Rosenbaum, President of the Supreme Mishpat Hashalom 
Haivrt and the convener of the Conference, the proceedings were 
opened by Dr. S. Eisenstadt, who said that the Conference was 
called to begin the task of uniting those Jewish centres of the world 
which desired to be partners in the Revival. Mr. P. Dickstein 
explained the role of the Society for Jewish Jurisprudence, founded 
in Moscow in 1918. He concluded by reading a large number of 
messages received. 

The first two papers were devoted to political and international 
questions relating to Palestine and the Jewish National Home. 
Professor M. Lasarson (Riga) spoke on the constitutional principles 
underlying the Mandate, and Dr. G. Landauer (Berlin) dealt with 
the legal implications of “ The National Home.” Of more practical! 
importance was the paper by Isaac ben Zevi (a Jerusalem Advocate 
and adviser to the Vaad Leumi) on” Fundamental Problems of the 
Keneset Israel." He explained the structure of communal institu 
tions as the basis of Jewish autonomy in Palestine and indicated 
those lines of reform which would bring the institutions into 
harmony with the needs of the Yishuvy. 


Rights of Jews in the Diaspora 


The next topic was " The Rights of Jews in the Diaspora.’ Dr. 
\. Feinberg (Geneva! examined the position of National Minorities 
snd Mr. J. Greenberg (Warsaw) explained the status of Jews in 
Central Europe, with particular reference to Poland. Dr. Freund 
‘Berlin! spoke on the legal position of the Jews in Germany in the 
last century, with reference to documents in the Prussian archives 

The third session opened with ~ Nineteen Hundred Years after 
the Exile ofthe Sanhedrin.” This was the core of the Conference :

This story of Lord &%orge Gordon, his conversion to Judaism, his 
arrest and death in prison as a conforming Jew, gradually reached Eastern 
European Jewry surrounding his figure with legendary creatness as a Ger 
Zedek (righteous convert) whose memory must be honoured. Just at that 
period, the end of the 1Sth and beginning of the 19th centuries, all Jews 
were compelled by law to adopt permanent surnames and many, I contend, 
chose the name of Gordon in honour of Lord George. 

There were numerous Jews in Eastern Europe who had permahent 
surnames during the 16th, 17th and 18th centuries but I have not traced 
& single Gordon among them. Of the five Gordons given in the Jewish 
Encyclopedia, the earliest, Michel, was born in 1823, David Béhr in 1826, 
and the celebrated Jehuda Loebin 1831. It is curious that the above 
three earliest Gordons were bora in or near Vilna, a town which was 
associated with another Ger Zedek—Count Pototski, who was burned 
there at the stake in 1749 for adopting and practising Judaism. The fact 
that there are no Gordons in Jewish history before the 19th century, proves 
i think, my theory of the origin of the name of Gordon among the Jews.

BASIS FOR PROGRESS CREATED 


Biennial Meetings to be Ca led

The opening session of the World Jewish Legal Conference was 
held last month in Jerusalem in the Nathan and Lena Straus 
Health Institute, and the business of the Conference continued at 
the Jascha Heifetz Hall, Tel-Aviv. In the absence, through illness, 
of Dr. S. Rosenbaum, President of the Supreme Mishpat Hashalom 
Haivrt and the convener of the Conference, the proceedings were 
opened by Dr. S. Eisenstadt, who said that the Conference was 
called to begin the task of uniting those Jewish centres of the world 
which desired to be partners in the Revival.

Ezra Society Bed Consecrated 


MR. DAVID COPE: “A SPECIALIST IN JEWISH CHARITY” 


In appreciation of the assistance rendered by the Ezra Society, 
the Committee of the Home for Aged Jews named a bed after the 
Society. This was consecrated last Sunday by the Chief Rabbi, 
assisted by Rabbi A. Mishcon. Among those present were Dayan 
Dr. Feldman, Mr. and Mrs. David Cope, Mr. E. L. Franklin, Mr. Moss 
Harris, Mr. Donald Van den Bergh, Mr. Gaskell Jacobs ; and Messrs. 5. 
Presbury, Moss Deyong and A. Silver (of the Lion Hospital Aid 
Society). 

The Ezra Society was founded by Mr. David Cope, under the auspices 
of the Brixton Synagogue, in May, 1932, to assist the Home for Aged 
Jews and the Jewish Home of Rest. To date, the Society has contributed 
£1,153, which has been divided equally between the two institutions. 
The administration expenscs of the Society have been borne entirely by 
Mr. Cope | 

After welcoming the Chief Rabbi, Mr. Cope appealed for support for 
the Home for Aged Jews. Kabbi Mishcon read a number of Scriptural 
passages and the Chief Rabbi delivered an address, in the course of which 
he said: “ Happy is he that wisely considereth the poor.” The words of 
the Psalmist applied to the man who was the moving spirit of the Ezra 
Society. for Mr. David Cope did an enormous amount of good for the 
helpless. He infected others to do likewise and deserved the thanks and 
biessings of his fellow-workers and the Community. “Cast us not aside 
in the days of our old age ; when we are helpless do not forsake us.” Mr. 
Cope was a specialist in Jewish charity, because he enlisted the sympathy 
of the young to do what they could for those two great institutions, the 
ltiome for Aged Jews and the Jewish Home of Rest. The Chief Rabbi 
concluded with a prayer of dedicatton. 

Mr. DONALD VAN DEN BERGH, President of the Home for Aged Jews, 
said that the Committee was proud to accept the bed and to name it after 
the Ezra Society, in appreciation of its great help. He thanked the Chief 
Kabbi for consecrating the bed, and Mr. Cope and the Ezra Society for 
their generosity. Mr. Moss Harris, President of the Jewish Home of Rest,

Mr. COPE announced that a friend of his, Mr. M. H. Millem, had given 
him ten sovereigus for the Home. which he would ask Mr. Moss Deyong 
fo anction.

Jewish Maternity Hospital 


SITE REQUIRED FOR ISOLATION SECTION 

Viscountess BEARSTED, Chairman of the Jewish Maternity Hospital, 
presiding on Wednesday at the Antiual Meeting held at her residence 
Carlton Gardens,’ 5.W.1, said in her presidential address that though no 
very exciting event had coloured the even tenor of their ways, yet a con 
siderable amount of work had been quietly and.well done. The general 
organisation, she continued, had worked smoothly and effectively, and 
the closest co-operation had existed between the Committee of Manace- 
ment and its various sub-branches——-not forgetting their aid branches. 
Viscountess Bearsted spoke of the great regret which they. all felt at 
the resignation of Mr. Arthur L. Lazarus, the Hon. Treasurer, who had 
held that position for over twenty years, and added that their grateful 
thanks were due to him for all he had done forthem. The position of 
lion. Treasurer had not yet been filled, but Mr. J. R. Josephs, the 
Assistant ‘Treasurer, Was now doing this work most ably. After paying 
tribute to the Matron and the Nursing Staff, she said that had it not 
been for the financial difficulties of the past years, they would have made 
plans to enlarge their Hospital. 

The Marchioness of READING pointed to the fact that nearly 800 births 
had taken place in the Hospital last year, which showed the extent of the 
work which their medical and surgical and nursing staff had to deal with. 
in addition to the Hospital being a registered school for Midwifery, they 
had an ante- and post-natal department, a dental clinic, a child-welfare 
branch, sewing classes, etc. Lady Reading stressed the wonderful work 
which the Matron and Nurses. were doing, and told the meeting that they 
needed a Site for a new isolation section in North London. 

Mr. W. McKim D.S.O., F.R.C.S., congratulated the 
Medical and Nursing Staff on their excellent work, and pointed out that in 
hogland and Wales alone, the total maternal mortality was about three 
thousand a year, and that sepsis directly and indirectly caused 50 pet 
cent, of the deaths and a great deal of subsequent ill-health: That was 
why they were asked to have a place for treating such patients and they 
could, by providing such accommodation, help to lessen this mortality. _

JUDAISM AND BUDDHISM 


Spinoza and Buddha. By S. M. Melamed. (University of Chicago 
Press. 13s. 6d. net. 1933). 


Dr. Melamed resided in England in the years 1909-1914, during which 
time he gave proof of his abilities as an accomplished writer in the twin 
realms of politics and philosophy. For the last fifteen years he has 
lived in Chicago where, as an ardent disciple and follower of Bergson and 
Herman Cohen, he has enriched Jewish literature by several publications, 
all of them conceived in a deeply metaphysical vein, the most important 
being his PSYCHOLOGIE DES JUEDISCHEN GrisTes, which has been trans- 
lated into many European languages. In the present work under review 
he applies his learning to an attempt to elaborate what he regards 
as a@ new and original thesis. He endeavours to show in effect how 
the same train of thought runs through the writings of three men who are 
pivotal in the history of religion—Buddha, Paul and Spinoza. Buddha’s 
pessimism and fatalism, his “dead” God, his pathological negation of 
the valne of human life, were taken up by Paul who built them into a 
system which, since his day, has ranked as official Christianity. Spinoza, 
like Paul, was deeply influenced by the pessimism, determinism and 
nihilism of Buddha and was thus fandamentally a spiritual heir of the 
Buddhistic doctrines of a “ dead God.” Whilst there is therefore a strong 
association between Buddhism, Christianity and Spinozism, there is 
(contrary to the theory usually held) an unbridgeable gulf between 
Spinozism and Judaism. Dr. Melamed is, of course, aware that Jewish 
scholars trace mauy of Spinoza’s doctrines to Jewish sources-—to Crescas, 
Maimonides, Saadiah, Gersonides and Ibn Ezra. But he rejects all these 
contentions by showing that however much the theological conceptions of 
these medieval thinkers may have been tinged by pantheism, they never 
theless never denied the Divine Personality. But Spinoza did deny the 
Divine Personality by making nature and God identical. While the Jewish 
theologians always held that God as a Being was deeply concerned with 
man and his problems, with human welfare, justice and destiny, Spinoza’s 
conception of God was that of a dead mechanical principle, a mere cosmic 
force divested of all reality. Even his famous idea of the “ intellectual 
love of God” was nothing more than a lifeless netaphysical category. 

Dr. Melamed's thesis has a great many facets of truth. This is the 
utmost that can be said. It contains too many reservations, qualifications, 
omissions and’ special pleadings’’ to carry full conviction. Moreover, 
one doubts as to whether a Christian theologian would find in Spinoza the 


friend stich as Dr. Melamed portrays him to be. ‘‘In Judaism he found 
what he hated most, viz., free-will, moral ends and the supremacy 
of. man, jut in Pauline Christianity he found what was nearest 


to his heart, viz., @ pantheistic God-conception, determinism, the quest 
for salvation arising ont of a Cosmic world-picture.’’ All this is 
bewllderingly exaggerated! And there are ‘many similar overdrawn 
statements. 

As far as the secular and cultural sides of Judaism are concerned, Dr. 
Melamed does full justice to the great and good influence wielded by

Spinoza. He claims Spinoza to have been the first Zionist in modern 
times by reason of his recognition of the Jews as a “ specific national 
group.’’ There is also much to be said for Dr. Melamed's contention 
that Spinoza’s pantheistic doctrines, in spite of their irreligious implica. 
tions, wielded some amount of fascination upon the founders of Eastern 
European Chassidism. 

But the finest and most satisfactory feature of the book is the fresh 
and original way in which the author deals with many of the ultimate 
principles of Biblical and Talmudical theology. Christianity, with its 
basis on the ascetic pessimism of St. Paul; Buddhism, with its loveless 
ileal of a Nirvana; Spinoza, with his dead philosophical formule ; 
the Church Fathers with their casuistic ontology and their narrow 
scholasticism—Dr. Melamed shows how the Hebrew Bible and the Talmud 
in their warm human exhortations to the ethical and social life, in their 
delineation of man’s duty to God and his neighbour rise superior to all 
those broken lights of the other systems. 

The book has one fault which the writer should have avoided. It 
contains too many repetitions of the same ideas. And yet this is perhaps 
excusable, by reason of the many-sided and intricate nature of the subject. 
jut there can be no denying that it is replete with much valuable thought 
culled from many flelds of learning. 


Notes on Books and Authors 


The indefatigable Dr. M. Higger has presented usin his ATTN mada 
(‘Debe Rabban,’’ New York, 1933), with a collection of.Halachic and 
Midrashic texts edited and annotated by him onthe basis of new manuscript 
material which he discovered in various libraries. The collection which 
includes among other things a new legal decision by Isaiah di Trani, the 
Elder (twelfth century) on the question of divorce by a Meshuwmad, anda 
number of new versions of Midrashim of eschatological interest, does not 
contain anything particularly exciting or sensational. Nevertheless, those 
who know how to appreciate the greatness of little things will be beholden 
to the author for this .bis latest gift... Through an association of ideas, 
eschatology leads the author to a con-ideration, in a special excursus 
at the end of the volume, of the question of Cremation of the Dead. 
After examining the various opinions held on the subject, he arrives at the 
conclusion that there is no definite Talmudic prohibition against crematior , 
much less against the burial of the ashes in a consecrated Jewish cemetery . 


though he concludes that it is advisable on religious grounds to abstain . 


from the practice ofcremation. While the writer of this notice is inclined 
to acree with his main decision in regard to the final disposal of the ashes, 
he questions his as-ertion that there is no Talmudic prohibition against 
cremation.

| Dr. Max Loewenthal, the senior Jewish medical practitioner in Laverpool, 
is known in scientific circles for his studies in sechenalan physicsand by a paper 
on “Cerebrellar Inhibition "’ (written in collaboration with the late Sir Victor 
Horsley) which materially assists the understanding of the physiology of the 
brain. He has now sunimed up the results of his wider researches in an 
important volume. Professor J. 5. Macdonald, in the foreword, speaks cf Dr 
Loewenthal’s work in terms of the highest appreciation. The book attempts to 
provide the outline of a future theoretical physiology and critical philosophy of 
the problem of life. Whatis the characteristic difference between living and 
inanimate matter? The question is one which has exercised the minds of the 
world’s greatest scientists and philosophers from the earliest times. The author 
claims that he has at last supplied the answer While life, according to him. is 
the sum of properties peculiar to a fourth state of matter, his idea of the seu! is 
that of a fourahmensional being of indetinite extent. a world in itself and 
inconceivable as limited in space and time.

“Down to this day,” the Antiquary went on, “Jews make good 
husbands, despite your objections to the Biblical laws concerning 
women. Ever since the time of Rabbi Gershom, say the early 
eleventh century, monogamy has been the rule of Jewish life. This 
same Rabbi Gershom protected the woman, in cases of matrimonial 
disputes, in that he prescribed that no divorce could be given with- 
out the consent of the wife. There are hardships for Jewish women, 
it is true. Even to-day. Else why should there be a Society for 
ameliorating the hardships? Yet, in the majority of cases, Jewish 
women are sure of tenderness and consideration in an eminently 
high degree. Let me go back to the Bible—to the life of Abraham. 
Once, on a momentous occasion, God is made to say to the first 
Patriarch: ‘In all that Sarah saith unto thee, hearken unto her 
voice.’ The Rabbis of the Talmud seized upon this Divine advice 
and added more in a similar strain. ‘Let a man study,’ they taught 
‘to honour his wife, since only on her account is his home blessed.’ 
Again: “He who loves his wife as he does himself and shows her 
honour even more than himself, and he who guides his children 
along the right path, of him.Holy Writ declares: And thou shalt 
know that thy tent is in peace.’ Yet again: ‘If your wife is small, 
bend down and whisper in her ear.’ Cases are recorded in the 
Talmud where men of renown consulted their wives before deciding 
-on great issues. Also, [| would remind you what the wise Sirach 
wrote: ° Blessed is the man who has a virtuous wife, for the number 
of his days shall be double.’ ”’

The Four Per Cent. Dwellings 

The Four Per Cent. Industrial Dwellings Company was 
Ln orporated, largely at the instigation of the late Lord Rothschild, 
‘0.585, originally with the object of providing accommodation for 
the poorer element of the Jewish population. Since May, 1887, 
When the Charlotte de Rothschild Dwellings were opened in 
Spitalfields, the Company has developed seven other estates as 
follows : Brady Street Dwellings, Whitechapel, E. (April, 1890) ; 
Nathaniel Dwellings, Spitalfields, E. (November, 1892) ; pleppey 
Green Dwellings, E. (January, 1896) ; Evelina Mansions, Camber- 
w 41, S.E. (January, 1901); Stoke Newington Estate, Victoria Road, 
N. (June, 1908); Navarino Mansions, Dalston Lane, E. (March, 
\905) ; Mocatta House, Bethnal Green, E. (December, 1909). 


These comprise 1,592 tenements, 3,826 rooms and 5,502 inhabitants, 


The average rental for the whole of the Company's Estates works out at 


38. 3¢d. a room plus rates at 1s. 03d. making the cost per room per week 
4s. 34d. inclusive of water rate. At the present time there is a waiting 
list of about 1,000 applicants. 

In the summer of 1932, the Board felt that the time had come when 
the Company could once more extend its operations under the favourable 
circumstances due to lower building costs. After visiting various sites 
and inspecting a number of modern flats, the Board decided to acquire 
a site of 44 acres in Amburst Road, Hackney, and to adopt a type olf 
building devised on the Continental pattern by Messrs. Holland 
and Hannen and Cubitts, Limited, in conjanction with Messrs. Sir 
John Burnet, Tait and Lorne, embodying the most up-to-date 
methods of construction. The plans provide for 320 flats, insulated by 
a special process, so that they will be as sound-proof as it is possible 
to make them. There will be two types of flats; the first will contain 
a living room, two double bedrooms, a fully equipped kitchenette and a 
combined bathroom-lavatory; the second is the same as the first, with 
the addition of a single bedroom. It is estimated that the average 
rental of the flats, inclusive of rates and water, will be about 5s. a room. 
There will also be drying rooms and cubicles where, for 3d. a week, 
mothers will be able to store their prams, The flats will be fitted with 
electric light, and there will be two large playrooms for children. Every 
effort is being made to make the surroundings attractive by the retention 
of as many trees as possible and the whole site will be planted with suit- 
able trees and shrubs. 

The flats are constructed in ten blocks, the first of which will be ready 
for habitation shortly ; and it is expected that the whole scheme will be 
inished by September. There is already a long waiting-list, and no 
further applications for flats can be considered for the present. 


Advance on the St. George’s Front 


WEST ENDSCONDITIONS IN BASIL HOUSE 

An important step forward has also been taken in the direction 
of the provision of comfortable, compact and convenient flats in the 
East End of London at extremely low rentals, by the completion of 
the first block of tenement buildings erected by the St. George's 
Housing Society. 

The Bernhard Baron St. George’s Jewish Settlement, of which that 
weil-known social worker, Mr. Basil Q. Henriques, is Warden, has played 
an important part in connection with the scheme, with the assistance of 
Mrs. Anthony de Rothschild and Mr. 5s. Salmon. For so keen was the 
Settlement to lend: its support it allowed its houses which had 
hitherto occupied the particular site on which the flats have been built, 
to be demolished, sacrificing the rentals that it received and instead 
renting the land to the St. George’s Housing Society at a very small 
figure. 

‘Here are a few of the features about the flats which are now occupied 
by tenants: The work has been finished at almost record time, the flats 
having been completed in four months and at a total cost of £11,800 
(including seven shops). The accommodation consists of thirteen three- 
roomed flats, four two-roomed, and four four-roomed. 

Kach flat contains: a bathroom, w.c., and wash-basin with running 
water: a kitchen, larder, dresser, cupboards, drying lines and table. A 
lock-up perambulator shelter in the playground. They are fitted through- 
out with linoleum. There are a communal laundry aod drying rooms. They 
are rendered sound-proof, by means of special ceilings. The inner walls 
have been covered with celotex to prevent damp, and efforts have been 
made to make them vermin proof. They are built of reinforced concrete ; 
there is practically no woodwork, and even the door frames are made of 
steel. 

The rents charged, inclusive of rates, are 4s. a room, so that the flats 
will be either 8s., 12s., or 16s. a week. Over 500 applications for flats had 
been received, from which the available twenty-one -(including the care- 
taker’s quarters) had to be selected. ‘The flats will be managed by Miss 
D. Crewe, of the Society of Women Housing Estate Managers, founded by 
Miss Octavia Hill. The builders were Messrs. Holland and Hannen and 
Cubitts, while the Architect was Mr. Francis Lorne, of Sir John Burnett, 
Tait and Lorne.

Britain and a Jewish Palestine 
- -- 
ADDRESS BY MR. HERBERT SIDEBOTHAM 


ORIGIN OF “SEVENTH DOMINION” POLICY 

Mr. Herbert Sidebotham, the eminent journalist, who writes 
under the nom de plume of “Scrutator" in the SuNDAY TIMES, 
delivered an address on “ England and the Jewish Crisis,’ under the 
auspices of the B'nai B'rith First Lodge of England at Woburn 
House on Sunday night. Bro. the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig presided. 

Mr. Sidebotham said that the present crisis showed that 
assimilation was no real protection—it had been no real protection 
to the Jew in Germany. No one could say that the Jew in Germany 
had set himself up as a separate 
class from the rest of Germany or 
had denied his adopted country 
the best gifts of his wonderful 
intelligence and energy. If the 
Jews of Germany, or anywhere 
else, were wrongfully treated, the 
case for Zionism was enor. 
mously strengthened. If they 
were to be excluded from lands 
in which they had, been good 
citizens simply because they were 
Jews, that was an argument for 
rebuilding Jerusalem and restor- 
ing to the Jews that contact with 
the soil which in the past had 
been purely an ideal and making 
it a definitely real inspiration. 

Great Britain, continued Mr. Sidebotham;. had a privilege, a 
duty and an'‘advantage in allying itself with the Jewish people in 
their troubles. Many of them would wonder why he who had no 
Jewish blood, as far as he knew, in his veins, should hold so strongly 
as he did the view that it was the duty of this country to ally itself 
with the aspirations of the Jewish people and to succour their 
grievances. He recalled in this connection a leading article which 
he had written in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN in 1906, in which he 
had emphasised the great importance of the Suez Canal as a line of 
communication to Great Britain, and said that such an important 
line of communication was no good as a centre of a battlefield and 
that they must have a territory in front of it. He had also urged in 
that article that while they were about it they ought to make a real 
country of it—a country that could stand by itself, and he added 
that the only country. which would satisfy that test was, of course. 
Palestine. But there was no use for a country without a people. He 
knew a little about the Arabs of Palestine, and he knew that by 
themselves they were not good material for a country. Therefore, 
he suggested that they should cross the desert, invade Palestine. 
proclaim a new Palestine, and restore the Jews to their country 
under the aegis of the British flag. “ I think.’ said Mr. Sidebotham, 
“that was the first time the suggestion was made in that form in 
this country.” 

After referring to the events which led up to the Balfour Declara- 
tion, he said that he had no doubt in his own mind that what the 
Government meant when that promise was given was a Jewish 
State in Palestine under British guarantee and, of course, with safe. 
guards for the interests and rights of the population that was already 
there. .“I think,” declared Mr. Sidebotham amid loud applause, 
“they did mean that Palestine should be as Jewish as England is 
English.” ~By 1922,,.when Great Britain had entered upon her 
Mandate in Palestine, her mood had changed very considerably. It 
was no longer the political aspects'o’ the home that were stressed. 
They were rather pushed into the background. Palestine 
became a home mainly in the cultural sense. When the 
German crisis arose, it seemed to him’ very definitely that 
an entirely new position had arisen with it. One could define 
“ Jewish National Home” as one liked, but it was no use pretending 
that a nation on which was imposed the duty of making a National 
Home for the Jews of Palestine was not bound to do everything it 
could to find a home for Jews who were treated like helots in the 
country of their adoption. And the present time seemed to him 
a God-sent opportunity for them to cement the alliance between 
Jewry and Great Britain, for which he had pleaded all these years, 
and at the same time to serve a great British interest.

Anti-Jewish Bovcotters at Work 


Systematic Ruin of Jewish Business Men 

Rioting followed the meeting in Madison Square Garden, New 
York, for the launching of the anti-Jewish boycott campaign by the 
German-American Protective Alliance (Dawa). 19,000 pro-Nazis 
were present and were addressed by the organisers of the ~ Dawa” 
and George Viereck, one of the co-authors of the novel, My First 
Two Thousand Years,” who delivered a violent anti-Jewish attack. 
Six arrests,were made outside the hall. At Irvington, New Jersey, 
a Nazi meeting was broken up by Jews and their sympathisers, and 
the audience ejected. 

Of the’ New York meeting, the VOERLKISCHER BREOBACHTER 
publishes an appreciative account together with a reproduction of 
the “ Dawa" symbol. It also publishes a description of the visit 
of the German cruiser “ Karlsruhe” to San Diego and Los Angeles, 
where Hitlerite propaganda was indulged in, and an interview with 
“ Doug” Brinkley, who recently toured the United States giving 
pro-Nazi and antiJJewish speeches. The paper reports Brinkley as 
being in Berlin. The Congress Committee investigating Nazi 
activities has had up before it for examination the leaders of the 
American Nazis and the Friends of New Germany, Mr. Gissibe! and 
Dr. Griebel, 

Mr. Victor Ridder, the President of the German-American move- 
ment for many years, failed at a secret meeting of the German- 
American Conference to obtain reelection. The new President 1s 
Mr. Froelich, the head of the ~ Dawa” and the United German 
Sacieties. The change is taken as an indication of the complete 
Nazification of the American German groups. 

The ~ Dawa,’ it is reported, has sent a telegram to President 
Roosevelt declaring that the Jewish boycott of German goods is 
contrary to American law. In reply, the Dawa "has been requested 
to furnish clear proof of its statements. 

What is clear, however, is that Jews m some districts are being 
boycotted quite as thoroughly as Jews in Germany. According to 
the Jewish Telegrapi iqeney, Jewish. dealers in Yorkyille 
are being rummed by the (Gaerman boycott. From many Yorkville 
business nen comes the news that the “ Dawa” has laid plans. for 
nine stores ot all kinds in order to blot out Jewrsh in 
that section entirely business concerns are boycotted regardless of 
circumstances if they can be proved to be in Jewish hands. Thus 
one book store. employing Hine Aryan Germans, has collapsed. ne 
jewish shopkeeper sent in an application for membership of the 
Dawa.” His appli ation was sent back with the word Jew 
written in red pencil.

Jubilee Celebration 


Large and Distinguished Congregation 


The announcement in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE on May 18th that 
Mesars. Louis S. Green, Louis Harris, Ezekiel Richard Levy, James 
Abraham Samuel and Dick Isaac Solomons who had been Barmitzvah 
fifty years ago in the Great Synagogue, would “once more attend 
together with their families and friends, and will be ‘called up’ to 
the same portions of the Law as they read in 18584,” attracted a large 
gathering at the Synagogue on Sabbath morning last. By a quarter- 
to-nine «a long queve was formed in Duke Street, and by nine 
o'clock the Synagogue was filled to capacity. Many hundreds were 
unable to secure admission. The service was conducted by the 
Revs. J. Rivilis and H. Mayerowitsch, assisted by the choir under 
the direction of Mr. Shoot. 

in addition to the large number of relatives and friends of the five 
Barmitzvah “ boys,” there were also present the Chief Rabbi and Miss 
Hertz, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, Mr. R. V. Feld- 
man, the Revs. J. K.'Goldbloom and M. Zeffertt, Mr. B. A. Fersht, Mr. 
David Lewis, Mr. S. Friedlander and Councillor Alfred Myers, a member 
of the Court of Common Council at the Guildhall. Mr. Lewis, who will 
celebrate his seventy-fourth birthday to-morrow (Saturday), was a chorister 
atthe Great Synagogue sixty-three years ago under Mombach, while Mr. 
Friedlander and Councillor Myers were present in the Synagogue when 
the five Barmitzvahs were called up fifty years ago. The Wardens’ Box was 
occupied by Dr. Israel Feldman and Sir Robert Waley Cohen. 

Great interest centred around Mr. Isaae Levy, who stood ‘Segan, 
Mr. Levy, who is the oldest member of the Synagogue and is 90 years old, 
3 the father of Mr. Pzekie!l Richard Levy, one of the Barmitzvah 
quintette. Mr. Levy, who 50 years ago was the only father who was 
prevented (through an accident) from attending the Barmitzvah of his 
son, was last Sabbath the only surviving father of the quintette.

This 
in itself was an almost onprecedented event.

The Mitzvahs of Hagbab 
and Gelilah were given respectively to Messrs. Isaac Edward Levy and 
Stanley Green. Each of the ‘ Barmitzvahs” was presented with a 
specially bound Singer's Prayer Book with a snitable inscription on the 
cover. 

The CHIEF RABBI preached before Musaph and in his sermon dealt 
with and explained the meaning of the Priestly Benediction, contained in 
that morning’s -idra. Referring to the Jubilee Celebration, Dr. Hertz 
said that five men had come that day to the Synagogue wherein they had 
been Barmitzvah fifty years ago, in order to render thanks unto the 

Almighty for having kept them in life to witness the jubilee of that day. 
God had blessed them—in that they had all of them attained honourable 
positions in: the respective spheres of their lives ; and He had preserved 
them—from dangers and temptations in the days of struggle and aspira- 
tion. He had caused His face to shine upon them—for thronghout those 
fifty years they had kept in touch with things of the Spirit, and the light 
kindied within their souls fifty years ayo bad illumined their way. God 
hadi endowed then with chain, as was evidenced by the vast Congregation 
that had assembled that morning to share in their Simcha. He prayed 
that. God might continue to guide them to the end, and crown their lives 
with the fullest happiness and peace. |

A meeting is to be held on Sunday next at the residen flayan in 
and Mrs. Feldman, 472, Seven Sisters Road, as an outcome of which itis 
hoped to bring into being a Jewish Lads’ Club for the Stamford Hill 
district. While this district is well provided with Jewish hocial Clubs for 
adult members, there is no provision for the necds of lads between thi 
ages of fourteen and eighteen. At this very important age, boys growing 
into manhood are not yet ready fer the wider social pursuits of their olde 
brothers, and should this meeting arrive at a satisfactory conclusion, there 
can be no manner of doubt but that the tmstitution for shadowed’ will 
satisfy long felt want. 

The influx of Jewish families into this part of North London has been 
enormous during the last few years: and much to the credit of the Com 
munity, most branches of communal activity have already been adequately 
catered for But the question of Jewish bovs seems to be s ully ove! 
looked. It must be remenibered that the greater proportion of the more 
recent newcomers to this area hail from the East Ind, where young 
adolescents are well provided for by Jewish clubs and societies. [t ts not 
dificult for the Jewish adult to form new. connections, especially in view 
of the manv Jewish organisations at his disposal in the district of Stamford 
Hill. But the lad removed from the East End to this northern colony 
finds himself very much of a plant transplanted in bud. 

Young people of this age are not attracted by the.social allurements 
which appeal to their older brothers. They are probabiy bashful and 
shrink from “crashing” into new company. Some of these lads in the 
district have solved the problem by going back to, the East End every 
evening to the boys’ clubs they used to know, and thereby securing the 
social contacts for which they crave, This is however a costly and tiring 
method for boys. Others pay all too frequent visits to the cinema and 
fair-ground where, it nust be admitted, the opportunity for undesirable 
associations is often present. This state of affairs, of: course, is highly 
unsatisfactory, and hence it is felt that it is up to Stamford Hill Jewry 
to see that it does not continue, How can it be remedied? 

The new club will have to provide suitable machinery for supplying 4 
healthy and interesting atmosphere of a kind capable both of attracting 
and holding its membership. This is not so easy a matter to put into 
practice as it is to project. Persistent and enthusiastic support is 
required. It is not sufficient that such stalwart communal workers as 
Dayan Dr. Feldman and Mr. Sidney Spanjer, and the A.J.Y. who have 
taken the initiative in the scheme, should be left the burden of bringing 
the club into a condition of healthy success. Wholehearted co-operation 
by Stamford Hill Jewry is called for. There are many Jewish landlords 
in the district and, as premises will be one of the first requirements, 
here they have a splendid chance of showing their sense of Jewish civic 
responsibility. 

Again, the movement cannot succeed unless backed by local money, 
for the A.J.Y.,. although they are doing everything in their power to help 
have not the financial means to launch a club of this kind. The local 
Community will surely not withhold its support for so valuable a 
scheme. Jewish Boys’ Clubs have done wonderful work in o‘her districts 
and it would be a serious slur on our good name if the A.J.Y. could not 
secure the necessary support. So far auswers to invitations to help in the

PAST STUDENT IN ROYAL HONOURS LIS 

Phe Annual Report of the activities of the Education Aik 
which Sir Robert Waley Cohen is the President, records a year 
The report, which is signed by Mr. A. J. Makower, Chairman, a 
Royalton Kisch, Hon. Secretary, states: 

During the year, 95 applications received were dealt with. The number of 
students receiving assistance during 1933 were: Science, 27: Music, 9: Art, 5; 
General, 11; a total of 52. Although numbers of musical students continue toapply 
for assistance, the Society finds it difficult to help them. The over-crowded 
state of the musical profession urges the Society to an even more exacting 
standard than hitherto observed. Apart from cases in which but a smal! sum is 
required in special circumstances, assistance must be rigidly confined toa few cases 
of remarkable talent and promise. In such cases the cost of training and launching 
the finished artist on a successful career is “9 very high that it can only be 
incurred with the help of special subscriptions from members of the Community. 
The Society hos helped seven exiled German-Jewish students, four financialls 
and three in other ways. Among the successes achieved by present students 
were the following: two qualified in medicine and one in dentistry ; one gained 
a State Scholarship and another obtained first-class honours in the first part of 
Mathematical Tripos at Cambridge; one student obtained an entrance scholar. 
ship to the London Hospital after completing his Science course at Cambridge ; 
one completed his thesis for the Ph.D. diploma and obtained a post as lecturer 
and demonstrator at ore of the colleges attached to the London [University ; 
and another obtained his M.Sc. degree and a post on the staff of a leading 
Provincial University. The list of honours conferred by the King at the end of 
the year (says the report) included the name of a past student of the Education 
Aid Society. One of the Society's music students made an encouraging debut 
in London and was spoken of in the press as one of the most promising of the 
younger musical artists. A literary student had a first novel accepted for 
publication and severa! obtained good scientific appointments. 
the amount received in repayments from ex-students totalled £912. Without 
departing from its high standard, the Society could advantageously use more 
funds and an appeal is mace for increased support. The report concludes with 
a sympathetic reference to the deaths of Sir Phihp Magnus, Mr. Alfred Kalisch 
and Mr. Harry R. Lewis, valued workers for the Society over a number of vears, 
and with a tribute of thanks to Miss ©.

The Finnish National Orchestra 


\UTHORITATIVE INTERPRETATIONS OF SIBELIUS 
fhe three London concerts of the Finnish National Orchestra, of 


which the first was given: on Tuesday evening at Queen's Hall, 
should at least do one thing and do it well: it should give perform. 
ances of Sibelius’s works which wil! be authoritative interpretations 
against which can be compared the versions put forward by our own 
English conductors and orchestras from time to time. Tuesday 
evening's concert, for instance, gave us four of Sibeliuss works, 
which have all been heard during recent months, and are likely 
to be heard more frequently in the future. In the “ Swan of 
Tuocela” one's attention was primarily attracted by the re. 
strained yet vivid solo -work of the ‘cor anglais, and the 
unerring blending of the rest of the orchestra to form a 
weird, uneasy, flowing background. In the seventh symphony 
and also in the first symphony which came at the end of the even- 
ing, Georg Schneevoigt, the conductor, disposed by the simple 
effectiveness of his contrast of the method of exposition which 
certain of our English conductors adopt when Sibelius is the com- 
POr Here was no disjointed, brokenly articulated and separate 
enunciation of the themes and sections, but an organic linking up 
and even growth one out of another which made the music flow 
into 4 tremendous unity, Restraint was a virtue of the performance 
of the seventh, indeed, it was a feature of all the evening's playing.
